WASiiiNQTOif, Oct M.^Th» {nroapeot 
at th« close of the session yesterdfty 
•Teniag looked favorable to the begin- 
ning of voting on the amendments to 
the repeal bill by Friday. Senator 
Faulkner had been canTawing tiie sen- 
fAb daring the afternoon with a view of 
asking the senate to fix a time when 
the vote could be taken, bnt oonchided 
not to make this reqnest for the reason 
that he wae of the opinion nfU^r getting 
the views of varioas senators that the 
speechmaking u oald be expedited by 
jlllowing the business to iiili. 

Th« rwtdt of Mr. FaMkner's in- 
qnlxiM wai the discovery that , the 
ape«9h«s on the main question . woold 
■oon be exhausted. Senator Jones con> 
dnd^d today, and Senators Tellar, 
Martin, Alien and Stewart each desire 
io talk from an hour to an hour and 
a half. So far as learned there will be 
BO other speeches, and when the lost 
of these shall have been concluded the 
voting will be the next thing in order. 
^ Later inquiry confirms ^the prediction 
harMofora made that aome of the 
amendmenti will receive a sufficient 
vote to ensore adoption, and it is possi- 
ble that none of them will, sjeceifve as 
Ugh a vote as will be recorded in op- 
position to the bill. The reason for 
wit atatement is found in the fact that 
rae lilver men do not expect anv of 
them to carry and therefore consider 
it unnecessary to attempt to have any 
of them adopted. 

There is still some talk to the effect 
fhat some of the more conservative re- 
peakre would be willing to aid in pre- 
venting unconditional repeal by votiii:? 
for some of the amendments, bnt a ma- 
jority of the free coinage men are of 
the opinion that nothing can be agreed 
upon that would be advantageous to 
^ver. ad many of them now'announce 
thair iBtenttOB of voting only for the 
free coinage amendment, and of giving 
BO countenanoe to any of the other 
amendmente. . 

This program is, of course, subject to 
change, as so many other proprrams 
have changed in the past few weeks. 

The Bepnblloans have abandoned all 
idM of introducing an amendment as 
a party measure. Mr. Sherman had at 
one time thought it would be wise 
policy on the part of the Republi- 
cans to offer a measure for the 
settlement of the Question « but 
he says now he doubts the expediency 
of interfering in any way with the pas- 
sage of the repeal bill as it stands. lie 
thinks that authority should be given 
for bonds, bnt sees the difficulty of get- 
ting such a provision, throngh at this 
time and wilThB sU pt(4)abmty BOt at- 
tempt it. 

The repeal Republicans say that to 
introduce a bond amondmont at this 
time would certainly brin^ on debate, 
which might prove int<iruiiuuble and 
result in the defeat of the bill. Thu 
stories which have been sent out from 
here stating a purpose to present u 
bond amenoment have thereron; bade 
of them only the boliof in Mr. Sher- 
nian's part that such an amendment 
would be desirable ir it cov.hl bo adopt- 
ed or if it could bo offered without en- 
dangering the main (juestion. 

It is believed that if the votino; on 
the amendments can be begun e;irly in 
the session Friday the final vote cnii bi> 
reached by Sat nnlay at tho latest and 

tte bill sent to the hou.io of retiresonta- 
ves for its actiou. 

"When the house shall have .K-tod up- 
on the bill, adjournment until the be- 
ginning of the regular session cn tho 
first Monday in December will ho in or- 
der. There is very little doubt now 
that this adjournnioutwill be taken, al- 
though the Democratic managers of 
the senate have not yet {jiven tho sub- 
ject sufficient consideration to feel just- 
ified in making au ollicial anuounoe- 
nient. They have boon in conference 
with Spealter Crisp of the house, wh(} 
advises adjournment when tho repeal 
bill shall bo diHixisod of. 

So general is the desire on the part 
of senators and members to get away 
that it would bo next to impossible to 
hold a quorum of either house in 
Washington, even should itl>e attempt- 
ed. It was at one tijno believed that 
there would bo an effort to pass the 
bill for the extension of the Chinese ex 
elusion act, but tlmt ^)rollability has 
been averted. Senator I'erkins of Cali- 
fornia, who has taken ttu active iuter- 
eet in this matter, as has alHo Ins Dem- 
ocratic colleague, Mr. Winte, has 
asked the members of tho couimitt.-e 
on foreign relations to postpone their 
report upon this bill until Mr. While 
lhall be able to bo in the senate and 
take part in the discussion, and he is 
led tobelieve that the re<iue8t will bo 
granted. As Mr. White is detained in 
California by important business, it in 
more than likely that the bill will not 
be reported until the convening of the 
regular session. ~, • ^ «

Washington, Oct. 20.— "For Rent- 
Furnished." ThoHo|wor(lB, in lar;ri; black 
letters, adorn the sign of a well-known 
real estate firm, pendant from a three 
foot stick which is driven into the 
ground immediately in front of the old 
red brick reeidenoe which was until re- 
cently occupied by the foremost Ameri- 
can citizen. The "Blaine mansion" has 
been abandoned by the family, and will 
doubtless soon be occupied by someone 
<«riu> never knew the "Plumed Knight." 
It is a solemn-lot^ag old red three- 
Btory-and-attic structure next the cor- 
ner of Pennsylvania avenue and Lafay- 
ette square, a single door and alley 
south of Senator Don Cameron's resi- 
dence, formerly occupied by Colonel 
Robert G. Ingersoll, and immediately 
adjoining the ground where the depart- 
ment of justice stands, and but a half 
block to tne northea.st of the White 
House grounds. Une would not think 
from a glauce at this dingy-looking old 
rectangular building with black doors 
and wndow frames that only a few 
months a^o it was the cynosure of the 
entire civilized world, being the private 
residence of James (iillospie Blaine. 
The early fiosts of autumn have caused 
tho leaves on the great trees in front of 
the building to carpet the sidewalk 
and the narrow grass plot in 
f r(jnt, while cobwebs have l)een woven 
like network acrosjj the upper windows 
and 5ocm tc have lashed the old fash- 
ioned wooden shutters on tho lower 
story. The sidewalk curves in at the 
entrance and extends up to the dof r, 
which is broad and low and plain. 
There is a long narrow piece of law a 
rtmning upon either side of the house 
to the stable in the rear. The propeny 
is very old, the house one of the most 
ancient in the city and is painfully 
plain. Mrs. Blaine recently rofui<ed 
nearly ?100,000 cash for it. which would 
have netted a handsonio profit on tho 
investment. The old mansion has a 
t^olemn and deserted-looking appear- 
ance, and the surroundings seem to 
join the people in monming Its depart- 
ed ooonpa nt.

San Francisco, Oct. 26.— Today is 
to be n)ade memorable in naval annals 
by the launching of another great 
American cruiser, the Oregon. She 
ranks with the English cruiser Blake, 
9,000 tons; the Russian cruiser Pamiate 
Azova, 6,000 tons; and the Argentine 
cruiser Nueva de Julio, 8,500 tons, all 
of whom have about the same dimen- 
sions—from a50 to 8»8 feet in length 
and from 44 to 65 feet in breadth, as 
compared to the OregOB'B 848 feet of 
length and 60 feet of breadth. 

In armament the Oregon will far out- 
strip any of the batteries of the above. 
She will carry fonrl8-inoh, four 8-incb, 
and four 6-inoh ■ breech-loading riflles. 
16 0-pounder and six 1-pounder rapid- 
firing guns and two gatliugs, besides 18 
torpedoee, 7 above water. Now almost 
the heaviest batterv earrled by any for- 
eign cruisers is that of the Btusian 
fleet, wUoh carries two IS-inob, foor 0- 
inoh, eiglKl 9>iidi. tan'A-poanders, four 
maohine gnaa aBd six torpedo tnbes. 

The Oregon has been building at the 
Union Iron works here. She will be 
christened by Miss Dtiaj Aiasworth, 
living near Oakland. 

Miss Buth Dolph, daughter of Sena- 
tor Ikdph, will repreeent the navv at 
the launchins, ana Miss Eageaia Shel- 
by the cit y <rf Portland.

There is no olew to the mantifactur- 
ers of the spurious coin (if a coin com- 
posed of more than the legal amount of 
silver of n he called spurious) but the 
money appears -to have gotten through 
legitimate trade channels. The ques- 
tion with the people who have taken 
the stuff is, upon what ground can the 
treasury department oondMnn the 
money' The wterpriae was probably 
started in response to oft-repeated 
newspaper suggestions that silver dol- 
lars of the same weight aad flaenees as 
those made by the ffovemment oould 
be made at a profit af 40 to 4B oeats on 
the dollar.

stone Tells Another Story of 
the Wratten Murder.

He Sajra Ha KIBad tha Entire Faaiflr aad 

Oivei Detaili of ni« Itlooly Work— A 
CorakBifa aad Ohlld'a Ax the Weapoa* 
Used. 

WAsniMiTON. Ind., Oct. 26.— James 
Stone, commonly called "Budd," ha> 
made a second confession. This time 
he completey exonerates the parties 
whom he implicated in the first confes- 
sion in the W^ ratten murder on Sunday 
morning, .lust after Stone had made 
his first coTifessi<iri he was taken to 
Jeffersonville for safe keeping. Yea- 
terday ho stated to Deputy Prosecutor 
Hastings that his fir.><t confession was 
in the main untrue; that he alone was 
guilty of the atrocious crime and that 
he had no accomplice. He says that 
he and Martin Yarber last summer 
spoke of robbing the house, but that 
Yarber backed down. 

Following is the astounding story of 
how he committed the deed: Arming 
himself with a small ax and a com 
knife, he proceeded to the house at 10 
o'clock. lie looked in at the window 
and there saw Mr. Wratten roaming 
about in her night gown, mininteriut; 
to the wants of her sick husband, who 
was down with tvphoid fever. 11. ■ then 
knocked at the door and Mrs. Wratten 
coming to opon it, he informed her that 
he had a case of violent toothache and 
asked her if she could not fnrni.sh hiiu 
with f^cme panacea. ^Mrs. Wrat'i ii in- 
formed him that she had sotue \s'i.'.ar(l 
oil and as she brought it to him, he 
struck her to the t'oor with the corn 
knife. lie then rushed inti) the room 
where Mr. Wratten and tho children 
were. Ethel Wratten, ihe U-year-ohl 
girl, who fltirvivod the terrilih> blow she 
received th;it night for scvenil -lavo, 
first awoke and rocoKnizini? the mid- 
night assailant, exclaime I, "Budd 
Stone, what are you doHi;^ hereV" 

Hardly had nhe uttered tho words 
when he struck her down v.ith the ax. 
He then turned to the poor heljiless p;i- 
tient and stvuck him a fatal blow on 
tho forehead; ne.xt he turned his atten- 
tion to the small children, both of 
which ho killed outright. In the room 
of old Mrs. Wratten there was no light, 
and as no noise was heard within, he 
supposed her to be soiinil asleep. Ho 
tried thi- doMp that led from Mr. Wrat- 
tenV room to hers, but ho could not 
force it. He theu went around the 
house and forced the window by break- 
ing it in with his heel. Here a terrible 
Struggle ensued, for tho old lady was 
OS strong as in her prime. In attempt- 
ing to ward off the blows both her 
arms were broken and one of them 
nearly severed from the body. But she 
soon yielded with a terrible nnrsani 
that could be heard a half milo. 

He now passed through the rooms in 
which his other victims lay. Mr. and 
Mrs. Wratten were both still living, but 
delirious. Ho gave them the final 
blow, which sent both into eternity. 
He then concealed the instruments of 
death in a woods near by where they 
have, since his confession, been found. 

Stone did not get any money, in fact, 
he says, after the tragedy he did not 
care for money. * Stone then went 
home, took a change of clothes, hid his 
trousers between the plastering and 
weatherboar ding of his nonse and then 
went to the spring, where he attempted 
to wash the bloo<lstains from his shirt. 

He was the first at the Wratten home- 
stead the next day and gave tho alarm 
of the murder. He was a pallbearer at 
the funeral and assisted the undertaker 
in dressing the bodies for burial, in 
fact, he made himself generally useful 
the day after the murder at the Wrat- 
ten house. He says that he has been 
forgiven by the Lord for the deed and 
is a happy man. He wrote the follow- 
ing; letter to his wife and children yea- 
terday: 

Dear CeoUUa. Sallia, Esra and Harry: 

I don't think I will ever see your faoea 
again. Raise these ohildran to ftarGod. 
I eon tell you that todi^ I am happy 
in a Savior's love. I sought Christ yester- 
day evening and all last night I have 
found Him preoions to my soul, and am 
ready now to die, sad I am a happy man. 
Please meet a»e in heaven, all of yyu. Tell 
Cedilla to write me soon as she gats this; 
that she done Just right in telUng tha 
truth on Bie to the gnudjuxy. Bheaaved 
her soul and mine, too. Siay for ma, Ce- 
oillia. Ooodby. Jamis E. Stdkb 

It is reported that when the constable 
went to arrest Stone, he invited the 
constable in to familv BMfHBafter he 
said he would go with Uai. His wife 
has been brongut to Washington for 
protection, as she feared violenoe from 
the notoriotw gang to whieh her hus- 
band belonged. It is fortunate for 
Stone that he is in JaffttsonvlUai or ha 
would aot last loag. 

LYNOHI NO TALK ED OF.

the year. The additions during the year 
were 123,634, while but 33,UtK) names 
were dropped from all causee— 85,005 ))y 
death — and of those 1,029 were pensiou- 
ors of the war of 1812. The pensions paid 



amounte«l to $150,740,467, excltuive of 
expenses. 

"The general idea," says the Xew York 
World, "that the pension roll will soon 
resi^ its maximum is fAlaetons, and the 
opinion of the Commissioner that it will 
not increase after ISUd a mere hope. It 
ia only twenty-eight years since the war 
cloHcil, ami under the most favorable con- 
ditions and according to all experience 
that maximum will not be reached with- 
in forty yeara after, or 1905. Until that 
date and even after we may reasonably 
expect from his own figures that the 
number added each year will exceed 
those dropped. 

"There wereoverS.COO.OOOcnlisted men, 
according to the revised lists, of whom 
over 2,000,000 sm lltlng to^lay. TMbt 
widows, their children, their fatliors and 
mothers and their dependent relatives 
greatly exceeded 4,000,00a Only 2flM,- 
695 original applications have been made, 
of which 1,357,921 have been granted; 
but the daisM of over half, perhaps 
three-fourths, pensionable under the 
present laws have not yet matured for 
filing.

Hubbard was shot over the right eye.

He 
died some time during the afternoon.
